RUSSELL B. LONG, Democrat; born in Shreveport, La., November 3, 1918, 
of Huey P. and Rose McConnell Long; attended public schools in Shreveport, 
Baton Rouge, and New Orleans, La.; graduate of Louisiana State University, 
B.A. degree in 1941, LL.B. degree in 1942; lawyer; admitted to Louisiana bar in 
June 1942; member of Delta Kappa Epsilon, Omicron Delta Kappa, Order of the 
Coif, Tau, Kappa Alpha, Phi Delta Phi, Lions, Elks, and American Legion; 
lieutenant. United States Naval Reserve; veteran of World War II; two daughters, 
Mrs. Katherine Long Mosely and Mrs. Pamela Long McCardle; married to 
Carolyn Ba.son Long; elected to United States Senate on November 2, 1948, to fill 
unexpired term of the late John H. Overton; reelected November 7, 1950, for 6-year 
term beginning January 3, 1951; reelected November 6, 1956, for the 6-year term 
beginning January 3, 1957; reelected November 6, 1962, for the 6-year term 
beginning January 3, 1963; reelected November 5, 1968, for the 6-year term be-
